3. The behaviourof prayer uſually. Of theſe, the ewo latter 
may be here intended, their difference being only, that the one is 
the qualification internall, of which the other is an expreſſion ex- 
ternall, 1f chow ftretch forth thy hands. It thou be ready, and wil- 
ling to receive him, if prayer and importunity hold it forth' : 'The 
life of the ſenteace ſtands in the objet HIM, and the ſubſtance of

An hearty cagerneſle toreceive God in the chan 
farther {tep'towards (ach a change. The point is of common uſe, it 
orders our deſires in the degree and object; we mult be eager to re- 
ceive,and to receiveGod, lift ap our hands and heart,and that to.the 
God of heaven : eminent Saints have:thus been qualified, their ar- 
dency was much, Look to David, a fainting ſoul and failing eyes 
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ſpeak noleſſe, P//119.81,82.His heart longed, his fleſh cried. Their 
obje& was right. Thy Salvation, thy Word, thy Courts 2 and 
yet moreplain, theliving God, If the man be good, his cnd is 
ſo: Thedeſire of therighteous us only £ood, Prov. 11.23, God 
himſelf is mans patern.

2.1 n thy Tent or Tabernacle,the place of thy abode, wherethou 
dwelleſt. The former ſeems to mean 2 rule Magitraticall, the lat» 
ter Domeſticail. 

2, In what things, Iniquity. Wickednes. They differ in degree, 
which ſeems to be by deſccnding; let Magiſtrates note ſome, bur fa- 
mily Governours more. 

3. By what aR. By all acts that can be affirmative, Drive ill a» 
way negative: Lerit not dwell or ſtay. Let all in Office do theirut- 
molt agginſt fin; avs 75 their authority, reſpects, intereſts ; Lec 
the work be d ſia deſtroyed. Briefly here are ſome particu- 
lars hinted. 

x. There is a gradation in fin. Take the words, whether afcend- 
ing from lefle to greater, or the other wayſtill the gradation is evi- 
dent;and many Scriptures (hew no leffe : both of perſons ſome are 

reater, and (ome are lefler finners : and alſo of {ins whieh may be 
Feightned by the manner of committiag, P/.19.13, and the nature 
of the fin, Fob 34. wlr. 

2, All authoricative power ought to be exerciſed about the 
ſuppreVing of fin, Fa foe the ground, it is of God ; there is 
che inftiturion;and the practice is to be a tggrour to ill; Rommel 3 on 
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which Peter ſeconds, Pet.2.13.Andanother Scriptute complaits 
of the negleR, J»dg.18,7, for there is ſome r#ra avimarum in all 
authority. 
© 3. Family authority, Domeſticall, Paternall, may and ought to 
be more exa&t and ſtrict, therrpublike ; and that which is more ex- 
tenlive. Firſt, God doth ſo,he deals with his own narrowly ; He 
will be ſanRified in thoſe that come nearhim, Lev.10.3. You only 
haveI known ; therefore I will puniſh you : he ſearches to a hairs 
breadth chem that are about him,as ſome gloſſe onP/.50,3.Second- 
ly, the feaſiblenes of Family ſtritnes in retpeR of the tmall number 
of the government, frequency-of company, intimate acquaintance, 
readineſſe of puniſhments,cc. Thirdly,the weightines of the con- 
ſequent,a fair ſtep to the Reformation of the whole, Families are 
the Alphabet of the Church. Succesfull Reformation is by graduall 
aſcenſion. A good man, family, congregation, kingdom ;' the leffe 
conſtitutes the greater. Fam - M0 Ks 

4. Thoughcorruption may-enter, yet it muſt not dwell, not be 
enterrained zleſt the traveller become the man of the houſe, as Na- 
thans parable ſpeaketh. | 

Bur generally to graſpe all at once. Theſe words 'cither relate 
to the former, as helps to prepare the heart, and ftretch fortht the 
hands; and fo this verſe and that which follows are to be irſerted 
ina Parentheſis : or elſe are another means of ſerling the times; they 
look either to the acceprance or prevalency of prayer,tb rhe ſuceefle 
it findes with God,or from God; *tis true either way: A godly-care 
over thoſe under us is helpfull ro-borh, ro make-our prayers plet- 
ſing and ſpeeding:This point is praQticall;the experimental Plalm- 
- iſt regulates us,and in fſeverall particulars improves this care tothis 

end: he gives rules, P /a/.101, for all forts, which may be viewed 
and followed, | | .

Divine providence is admirable this 
way. - Saul perſecuted D avid, proclaimed him traitour. But at 
the treatic berween them, D avzd lift up his face wichour ſpot, 
$ ax acknowledged him more religious then he. In. the Scotiſh 
troubles, who more vile then they, proclaimed Rebels in all Chur- 
ches, and afterward jaſtificd in all chey did ? They lifred up their 
face without ſpot.

Thou thalt life up thy 
face without ſpot, confidently appear in any duty, devand the 
diſtarbance of miſery is gone. The ſting of miſery unfirs for ſpi- 
rituall imployments. The //rae/5res never minded CMefos meflage 
from God, becauſe of anguiſh of fpirit, and craelfpondage, which 
occaſioned 726 to pray for ſuch a freedom,thar ſo he might be rea- 
die to anſwer when God ſhall call, Fob 13.20,21, 
But the words here have two parts, or one matter expreſſed in & 
double ſeritence.

Peace and reſt is a bleſſing for a 
land, but the continuance for eighty years & emphacicall, udp, Devt-29-5+

preſent ſtroke, ſeeing it isfrom God, who hath commanded ble(- 
lings for us theſe many daies or years paſt, 
2, No remain of former pain. The word Forge] is ufed 
ſo in a Scripture phraſe, Ge». 41. 3e. The ſeven years of famine 
made plentie to be forgotten in Zgype, that is, devoured alt”: atid 
fach a forgetfulnefle of miſerie, that nopartor pain of ir remains, 
is the addition of a mercie to a mercie, Exod.10. x9.

{/+,at this preſent ſhed. No envious malignity among inhabitants 
leſt J04h put the blood of Abwey in peace upon kis girdle : for the 
effe& of righrequſneſie is quietneſle and-affurance for ever, 7/65. 32. 
17. Nolove tg Popery, Prelacy, or any of their traſh, thecauſe of 
our woe. No peſtilence or famine, the companions. No robbing 
and ſpoiling, the conſequents of cruell war, ec. 

3. Arecompence with contrary mercy, Forget miſery, that 
is, cnjoy. mercy. Soisa Goſpel peace called, a forgetfulnetle of 
troubles, 11.65.16, When not only the miſery ceaſes, but the 
contrary mercy ſucceeds. Fob certainly is an inſtance of ſuch a 
recompence, Whole health, life and riches were doubled to him 
at the end, 7ob 42.10;12. And for us. Then ſhall we forget mi- 
ſcry, when our King becomes a nurſing Father, and our Queen a 
nurſing Mother, when they doe not only ceaſe to kill, but ſeek to 
preſerve ; when the diviſions in our Church {hall be taken away, 
and unity come in their room;when our miniſtery ſhall be painfull 
and pious ; When SubjeRts ſhall have their liberty, and every one

I. Noreturning under calamity. Waters, that becauſe of their 
depth could not be paſſed, are ſaid to be forgotten of the foot, Fob 
28,4.

The word is conſolatory to revive the 
humble ſpirited, the perplexed in ſoul: If there be an Interpre- 
ter, one of a thouſand, a man of experience gracioully in the 
waics of the Kingdom: of Heaven, and enabled to declare toa 
weak man H1S Rightceuſnsfſ; : the righteouſneſſe of Chriſt,

I looked on my right band, that 18, in my dependance I went 
wrong. I ſhould have looked upward to God, and made him my 
ſtay,but not doing ſo, none would know me,none of my old pre» 
tended friends would now acknowledge me, They that hereto- 
fore were my familiar friends, Friendſhip lay dead, acquaintance 
forgot, I was left alone, 

2+. Refuge failed me. Thoſe to whom I had recourſe, and from 
whom I had promilſc,failed;cither their mindes were altered, they 
would not,or their power was gone, they could not help. All in 
the iſfue proved vaine,

Secondly, their 
hopes arc dying ; their condition is deſperate ; they are all giving
